Pome four weeks ago, Mrs. Iverson 


was apparently better and left shortly 
afterwards for Pacific Grove wit a her 
four little ones who were Louise, aged 
12; Hoga. aged 10; Harold, ag»d 8; 
and Marian, a. babe of seven months. 


SHE WAS INSANE. 


All went well until ten days ago, 


when her husband 
called upon 
Dr. 


John Parker, of Salinas, and com- 
p.lained that his wife was actir.g as 
though insane. 
i»He did not think she was vioUr.t, so 
iiothine was done. 


On Saturday muinlns, from the rtory 


of Hoga, who fortunately escapee, his 
sister was killed by her mama, and 
laid upon the bed in her clothes "-vhlle 
Htill with her eyes shut" as he said. 


'IJiet night, the unfortunate mother 
was examined by Drs. Parker and Caa- 
S'-as to her sanity. Owing to the cir- 
cumstances, and the woman's condition, 
tl.e examination was held before Judge 
B V. Sargent at the Iverson residence. 
From testimony of her husband and | 
relatives, facts similar to those before 
r< ported were made known, the only 
tl Ing new being that Mrs. Iverson was 
very anxious about her children. She 
w:>uld not let them 
associate with 


others and was fearful of their health, 
even at school, and this, with her re- 
liKious fancies drove her Insane. 


Sheriff Nesbitt said that during last 


night she repeatedly aaked after the 
three little ones, wanted them brought 
to her and was much agitated when 
this was not done. 


To the examining physicians, -with 


tears streaming from her eyes, the 
afflicted mother answered all questions 
in a rational manner, but when asked 
at-out the tragedy, her mind was a 
bl-ink. 


She asked them to go to the sani- 


tarium where the children lay in a 
trance and wake them up, as they j 
n-.:re sleeping too long.

later. The question is whether it is 
better to fight new or to wait for seme 
other more propitious time. 'From the 
present outlook, Japan will never be 
In a toetter position to resist Russian 
aggression. 


Jajjftn, la not so much concerned 


about keeping Manchuria open to for- 
eign trade as she is about hor future 
security. The Corean peninsula ccm- 
mands the Japanese archipelago, und 
Manchuria commands Corea. 
It *vas 


this fact that led to the -war between 
China and Japan. 
'When China at- 


tempted to extend her dominion over 
Corea, Japan "went to "war as a meas- 
ure of self-protection. 
Her indepen- 


dence was threatened with the Chinese 
dominant in the Corean peninsula. 


But Japan's danger from China was 


Infinitely less than It Is now from 
Russia. 
Not only Is Russia's power 


vastly greater than that of the Ch'.- 
ne«e Empire, but her policy is far 
more fixed. Japan has vanquished one 
foe only to Invite a death struggle 
with another ten times more danger- 
ous and powerful. 


According to the dispatches Russia 


baa 300,000 fighting men In1 Manchu- 
ria and around Vladivostock. 
She is 


mobilizing a fleet in Chinese waters 
that Is superior to tlhe entire Japanese 
navy. 
Her troops have crossed the 


Yalu river and are establishing for- 
tified posts 
In Corea. This 
shews 


that the Russian 
advance 
will not 


Gtop with possession of Man-churia.. In- 
deed It was never known to stop any- 


" where unless 
It 
was 
compelled to 


stop by force 
of 
arms. Corea 
Is 


nominally 
an Independent kingdom. 


but It has no army or navy worthy of 
the name; its people are timid, rnd 


. Its public men venal and unpatriotic. 
Its Independence has been preserved 
by its own 
weakness, 
for 
neit'-ier 


China nor Japan would allow the ot.ier 
to possess It. 


But a new power has appeared on 


the Asiatic coast. Russia 'has China 
by the throat, and there appears none 
strong enough to loosen her grf sp. 
She has compelled China, to conclude 
a treaty that Is a virtual cession of 
Manchuria. Xow the Moscnvite pro- 
poses to seize Corea because It com- 
mands both the Teilow Sen. and '.he 
Sea of Japan. Corea is a lorrR penin- 
sula that juts over toward the heart 


• of the Japanese archipelago, like a 


dagger thrust nt the vitals of an MI- 
emy. On one Ride Is the Yellow fea, 
Into which flows the groat rivers of 
Northern China, and on the other the 
Sea of Japan. Let Russia possess Co- 
rea and the whole Asiatlr coast fnm 
Shanghai to the Arctic Ocean will be 
hers to command. She will build i nd 
fortify ports and advance southw.-ird 
till her drumbeat echoes to those of 
England and France. 
The Jap in his 


crowded islands must sxibmlt to .he 
power that possesses the mainland. 


Japan would like to fight, but Is 


deterred by the cowardly, selfish, tem- 
porlzig policy of the nations of "West- 
ern 
Europe. Russia 
has 
played 


France against Germany and Gernif ny 
against England. 
They are nil w r i t - 


ing to take advantage of somebody's 
misfortune and they refuse to see fiat 
In backing Japan now they will be se- 
curing the future peace 
of Europe. 


Japan is at present in the most ex- 
posed position, so the nations of West- 
ern Europe let her meet the crisis In 
her own way. Despite the kind words 
she Is receiving she will receive no 
help In case of war, and will be plun- 
dered by her pretended frler.ds in '.he 
event of victory. She may pour out 
her blood and treasure like water to 
check the onward march of the Russ, 
but' she will be allowed to reap no 
substantial results in tho event of sje- 
OBBS. If England, France and Germany 
were to Insist on Corea being handed 
pver to the Japanese, the obsorption 
Of territory by Russia would be st >p- 
ped in every part of the world, ^ut 
alas, England. France and Germ;<tiy 
all hate and distrust each other, and 
all are playing a waiting game. 


Japan Is in a situation of the grav- 


est difficulty.

ciate the fact, and are proceeding -Kith 
rare caution.

In the Pasadena News Hon. W. S. 


Melick. Secretary of the State Board

Ideas 011 the subject are so well con- 
sidered that we give his article in 
full:"The recent report 
of 
the 
State j 


Board of Prison Directors and the re- ! 
ply of Governor Pardee has called re- j 
newed attention to the need of re- 
forms in the system of prison man- 
agement in California. The comments 
of the press from one end of the State 
to the othet Indicate that the time ifa 
ripe for an adva.nce all along the line. 
"This subject of penology and crim- 


inology is of world- wide interest. Said 
Charles Dudley Warner, after an ux- 
tended study: 
" 'There 
is 
nothing that concerns 
our comfortable living so much as the 
care 
of 
our 
criminals; we are at 
present tyrannized over by a compar- | 
atively small number; we live behind 
locks and bars and are constantly In 
danger of life, limb and property. If 
we would have society protected we 
must have some system whereby the 
•. 
criminal will 
be 
kepi from society I 


until he ts at a fit condition to abide 
by the laws and live at peace with his 
fellow men.1 


"Eugene Smith, In a paper before 
the National 
Prison 
Association at 
Toronto, said: 
" 'Save 
in rare 
and 
exceptional 
cases the convict emerges from the 
prison a more desperate criminal than 
when he entered it. Vicious compan- 
ionship 
and stern treatment 
school 


and harder, him in vice; he comes out 
an ex-convict, which is a synonym for 
that which Is the terror and scourge 
of civilization.' 


"While writers are studying upon 
new systems In other states, it ts ad- 
mitted on every hand that in the two 
penitentiaries of California about as 
poor and bad systems are in vogue 
as can be found anywhere. 
No one 


knows better about this than the State I 
Board of Prison Directors and those 
in immediate control and contact with 
our present lax and false system. 
"In their report to the Governor, tht 


prison directors said: 
" 'It is a sufficiently difficult task to 


control the convicts of California un- 
der the system In vogue in this State, 
and which your board IB convinced Is 
a disgrace to' the State, without the 
convicts feeling tbe public at large 
sympathize with them and not with 
the officers of the law. As you know, 
the prisons in California are conducted 
under what Is known ns the "congre- 
gato system," the same system which 
was adopted in this state fifty years 
ago. 
No change has been made in 
this system; It Is the same today as 
It was then. 
California has practic- 


all" stood still in this particular for 
half a century. 
" 'We. favor, 
emphatically, In 
the 


conduct and care of tbe criminals hu- 
tnane and 
kindly 
treatment, 
using 


physical punishment only when neces- 
sary to ma.intain discipline. But the 
congregate system, where all are to- 
gether in the same yard, young and 
old, bad and Indifferent, Is what we 
most comp'.aln of and protest against. 
The system has been abandoned by 
praotlcally every other stnte In the 
United States, but 
California seems 


content with it, notwithstanding that 
uneler this system, pleasant though It 
may be for the more hardened pris- 
oners, she is educating criminals o.nd 
is as has been wel] said (though per- 
haps not realized by her citizens), a 
partner In crime. 
Correction under 
this system is wholly Impossible. 
In- 
deed, no approach at reformation can 
be hoped for while the system lasts. 
But worse than this, the young men 
are educated criminals before leaving 
the prison. Under such a system no 
officer or set of officers can expect 
improvement In any man who is con- 
finer! in either prison.' 


"Without presuming to know more 


on the subject of penology than my 
cu-sory observations 
at 
tbe prisons 
during the last few 
years, supple- 


mented by more or less reading upon 
the subject, would warrant my per- 
sonal opinion on how best to improve 
the California prison system, is em- 
braced in the following program: 


1. 
CHANGE AT.FOLSOM. 


"Warden Wilkinson, of Folsom pen- 


itentiary, is rea.dy to be relieved when 
the Board desires. 
To himself and 


daughter the management of the pris- 
on has been like a prolonged night- 
mare to their nerves. When the Board 
shall have secured a new warder. In 
a younger and more active man well 
fitted for the responsible position, then 
the force can be reorganized. In the 
present state of uncertainty and with 
the uneasiness among the convicts, re- 
sulting from the recent disastrous out- 
break. It requires unlimited tact anel 
watchfulness to keep things going as 
well as they are. 


II. BUILDING INSANE WARDS. 
"The presence of insane criminals in 
prisons, and of criminal Insanes In th» 
asylums, upset all discipline in both 
classes of institutions. In the asylum 
the criminal insane are always dan- 
gerous to everybody, and they are the 
most likely also to escape and do In- 
jury outside the walls. 
"On Governor Pardee's recommen- 
dation, the last Legislature appropri- 
ated $25,000 for the construction of in- 
sane wards at Folsom, Into which may 
be gathered the insane criminals from 
all the Institutions. By getting stone 
out of the Folsoni quarries by con- 
victs, this building ought to be built 
of fair proportions. It should be built 
less severe than the prisons and more 
cheerfully furnished, and have yards 
out by themselves. 
I 


I I I . STONE WALL FOR FOLSOM. j 
"When stone Is being gotten out for i 


the Insane wards It can also be gotten ' 
out for the stone wall which, of ne- 
cessity, must now be built about Fol- 
som penitentiary. 
The 
recent

brea.k nroves this to be an Imperative 
necessity. 
The Prison directors are 
agreed on this point with Governor 
Pardee. There Is more than $25,000 In 
the Folsom prison fund, and I think 
the new warden and the ellrectors can 
start to 'getting out the stone for the | 
walls without waiting for the 
next i 
session of the legislature. 
| 


IV. SEPARATION OF PRISONERS.! 


"Prisoners 
should 
be 
separated. 


There are prisoners who are in there 
by (a) accident and by (b) criminal 
Instinct. The convict who is in more 
than once may be set down as a full- 
blooded criminal, and those who are In 
for life may be set down as In the 
same class.

VI. SOLITARY CONFINEMENT; 
"The necessity of singU cells and 
solitary confinement is wel1 known by 
all who know about the b»stial prac- 
tices at night where the congregate 
system prevails. 
In some if the cells 
at San Quentln more than a dozen 
men bunk together at night, and the 
shameless 
practices and corruptions 


of the worst ones in these cells taint 
the morals of all and draw all down to 
the levels of the wprst. 
The other 
day, while I was at San Quentln, I no- 
ticed that the prisoner who came in 
that day was given 'No. 2f',310.' Thus 
more than twenty thousand convicts 
had been inside these wall3 and gone 
outu to mingle with the world with 
the taint o£ the worst that this aggre- 
gation 
of 
criminality could furnish. 
Talk about a school of crlne.' In our 
penitentiaries we have 'universities of 
crime' as Assemblyman Cnmp report- 
ed to the legislature last winter. 
"As there are good stone quarries at 


each prison and plenty of convict Iw- 
bor with which to get the stones cut, 
it isn't going to cost 
so 
dreadfully 
much to erect sufficient stone wards 
to provide single cells for every con- 
vict at night. 
VII. 
INTERMINATE 
SENTENCE, 


"I am an advocate of ttv> intermln- 


ate sentence for certain cli<ss of pris- 
oners. 
Our present parole system is 
very good. 
It is In the light direc- 


tion. But out of 2300 conv-cts in Cal- 
ifornia, only fifty are out on parole. 


"Dr. Dwight, of Columbia Law School 
says: 
'When a man is convicted of a 
crime the Judge should sav. until you 
show to our satisfaction that you can 
be restored to freedom witii safety to 
the community, your 
imprisonment 
must continue, and If you never give 
us that satisfaction you con never be 
released.' 
"In the tenth annual report of the 
Prison Commission of Massachusetts, 
we find these words: 
'The indeter- 
minate sentence throws 
; round 
the 


prisoner 
every 
possible 
inducement 


for self government. 
He realizes that 


his future is in his own hands. 
He 


sees that the state is not punishing 
him arbitrarily for his crimo, but Is 
Interested In his welfare; that he is 
deprived of his liberty, net so much 
on account of his act as or. account 
of h'.s character; 
and that his right 


to freedom is dependent upon 
his 


reformation, which In turn depends 
upon his own use of his opportunities. 
With such a view of his offense, he 
has every inducement to do his best, 
and many of them soon bulH up strong 
characters and are releasef..' 
"In 1876 Superintendent 
Bockway, 


of Elmlra Reformatory, fo-mulated a 
bill and got it passed by New York 
legislature providing for I le indefin- 
ite sentence upon young nrm convict- 
ed of certain kinds of crimes. It has 
proven a decided success. Of the more 
than 3000 paroled from 1-llmlra Re- 
formatory, only 1% per cent have been 
returned. 
New York, Ohio, Massachu- 
setts, Minnesota, Maine, Louisiana and 
Illinois now have statute? providing 
for indeterminate sentence. 
California 


ought to fall Into line. 
"Says Professor Clarence Wassam, of 
Iowa State University: 
The 
most 


wholesome effect of the inuetermlnate 
sentence law would be a. reform In 
our prison system, for no one would 
think of having the law while our 
prisons are run as a great many of 
them are today. 
It would reveal tho 
great need of better prisons, better of- 
ficers and better discipline in our pris- 
ons, and with the revels'ion would 
come the reform. It would protect 
society 
by 
keeping 
th> 
criminal 
class incarcerated 
continually. 
In- 
stead of leaving them out for a few 
months between their offenses. From 
a financial point of view, ii would b'! 
a great saving to the State, as one ar- 
rest and one trial would b.' sufficient 
for a determined criminal. 
It would 
save thousands of young men for a 
useful career, who are todny dyin^r in 
our poorly lighted and pourly yentll-

FILIPINO BOYS. 


Great Educational Scheme Will be 


Launched With the Bringing of 


100 Natives of the Philippines. 


BERKELEY, 
Oct. 
26.—A great 


scheme for the education of Filipinos 
will be inaugurated In this 
country 


upon the arrival at San Francisco .n a 
few days of the steamer Corea, which 
has already left Manila with one hun- 
dred of the brightest natives of the 
Philippine 
Inlands. The lads 
are 
being brought here on scholarslilps 
tfwardefl them by the United States 
Government and 
will 
be 
placed in 
the 
various educational institutions 


throughout the land. 
An appropriation of $100,000 a year, 
or $1,000 for each of the boys, has 
been made for the maintenance of the 
young scholars. They will be placed in 
the 
various universities througl out 
the land and will not be sent back to 
their homes until they have received 
a finished education. A large nuirber 
of the prospective students will be as- 
signed to study at the University of 
California In this city. 
The news that the Filipino boys are 
to be brought to this country 
-vas 
given out by Senor Flaviano Atreu 
who has just departed for Manila after 
a conference with President Roosevelt. 
He and Fellp& Buencamino, a difmi- 
tary of Manila who also had a con- 
ference 
with 
President Roose'.-elt 
regarding tb.fr brlngin-r of the Filipino 
boys here hace ben largely instrumen- 
tal In bringing here the Filipinos now 
engaged In study at the University of 
California and the various private ed- 
ucational 
Institutions 
of 
Berkeley. 
Buencamino was Secretary of Stati. in 
Agulnaldo's cabinet and before that 
his 
private secretary. At the r.ut- 
break of the war he became one of 
the Rtaunchest friends of the 
Un.ted 
.States and was rewarded by bc-ing 
placed at the head of the Civil Service 
Board. 
At 
present there are twenty-one 
boys, all of whom come from wealthy 
and Influential families, attending the
